New allegations in court 
against the Blues hockey team 
owners say they received a 
much greater benefit than St. 
Louis aldermen realized when 
$64 million in public financ- 
ing was approved for Scot- 
trade Center in February. 
Plaintiffs, in a court filing 
Friday, say the Blues quietly 
made a deal with a city of- 
ficial to get out of payments 
in lieu of taxes starting next 
year, while Blues represen- 
tatives say current city ordi- 


nances show the allegation 
is false. The payments would 
have been assessed on inter- 
est in the Blues’ lease, not the 
assessed value of Scottrade 
Center itself. 

Alderman Cara Spencer, a 
plaintiff along with two oth- 
ers in St. Louis Circuit Court, 
alleges the future payments 
were scrapped clandestinely 
in negotiations between 
team owners and St. Louis 
Development Corp. Direc- 
tor Otis Williams. The Blues 
say that they merely removed

A nonprofit group that had 
been trying to develop an ice 
rink complex at Creve Coeur 
Lake Memorial Park an- 
nounced Friday that it now 
had its sights set on a different 
location in Maryland Heights. 

The project has the back- 
ing of St. Louis County Ex- 
ecutive Steve Stenger, and the 
city of Maryland Heights has 
pledged financial support for 
construction. 

The move comes after the 


National Park Service blocked 
construction of the project at 
Creve Coeur Lake Park. 
Maryland Heights has one 
of the largest pieces of un- 
developed land in St. Louis 
County. Known as the Mary- 
land Park Lake District, the 
1,800-acre area was targeted 
for development almost two 
years ago by a company affili- 
ated with Los Angeles Rams 
owner Stan Kroenke. 
However, plans for that de- 
velopment fell apart as Mary- 
land Heights officials realized
